This ſtrange diſcourſe before recited, may perhaps 


giue ſome occaſion of doubtto ſuch as ſhall happen ts 


reade the ſame, and thereby coniecture that the Kings 
maieſtic would not hazarde himſelſe in the preſence 
of ſuch notorious witches, leaſt therby might haue in 
ſued great danger to his perſon and the generall ſtare 
of the land, which thing in truth 1 wel haue bene 
feared: But to anſwer generally to ſuch letthis ſuffice: 
that firſt it is well knowen that che King is the child & 
ſeruant of God, and they but ſeruants to the deuil, hee 
is the Lords annointed, and ut veſſelles of Gods 


wrath: he is a true Chriſtian, and truſteth in 


eth in God,the 
worſe than Infidels, for they onely truſt in the Kull, 
who daily ſerue them, till he haue brought them to vt- 
ter deſtruction. But heereby it ſeemeth chat his High- 


neſſe cafied a magnanimious and vndanted mind, not 


feared with their inchantmentes, but reſolute in this, 
that ſo long as God is with him, hee feareth not who 
Sᷣagainſt him. And trulie the whole ſcope of this trea- 
tiſe dooth ſo plainely laie open the wonderfull pro- 
uidence of the Almightie, that if he had not bene de- 
fended by his omnipotencie and power, his Highnes 
had neuerreturnedaliuc in his voiage fro Denmarke, 
ſo thatthere is no doubt but God woulde as well de- 
fend him on the land as on the ſea, where they preten-
